Piperettes Open Season 


With Queen Bees Monday 


Just incase you don’t realize that 
Christmas is nearly here you have 
only eight days left to mail packages 
to servicemen overseas on ’’Space 
Available Mail” or SAM. You have 
an extra seven days if you use ’’Par­ 
cel Airlift” or PAL. 
The following six tips on Christ­ 
mas mailing have been prepared by 
the Post Office: 
1. For s e r v i c e m e n overseas 
’’SAM” (Space A v a i l a b l e Mail) 
Christmas parcels can be sent until 
Nov. 20 for only the small domestic 
parcel post charge involved from 
Hamlin to East or West Coast points 
of embarkation for military mail. 
Parcels up to 5 pounds and 60 inches 
in combined length and girth are 
accepted at this low rate. 
2. Larger parcels (up to 30 pounds 
with the same length and girth lim­ 
itations) can be sentas ’’PAL” (Par­ 
cel Airlift) mail, provided they are 
mailed by Nov. 27. The charge is 
only $ I per parcel, plus the regular 
d o m e s t i c parcel post postage— 
much less than charges that would 
apply later if straight airmail ser­ 
vice must be provided. 
3. For all packaging, invest in 
good quality, sturdy wrapping ma­ 
terials. This small investment can 
help insure undamaged delivery of 
valuable gifts and prevent delays 
which might result if rewrapping 
were required in transit. 
4. Insure parcels realistically to 
cover full value but do not overin­ 
sure. A $10 gift, for example, can 
bring only $10 compensation, if lost, 
even if ’’insured” for $100. 
5. Get plenty of stamps on your 
first trip to the Post Office to avoid 
the time and expense of additional 
trips. 
6. Use ZIP Code as a tool for 
economy in mailing. When it is used 
consistently on parcels and cards, 
ZIP Code helps prevent errors in 
delivery and expedites handling. If 
only a few Christmas cards go a- 
stray, an i n v e s t m e n t o f several 
dollars may be lost, for example. 
The key to efficient Christmas 
mailing is to mail early and care­ 
fully. Clear addressing, with the 
ZIP Codes, proper packaging and 
early depositing can prevent most 
problems and provide the greatest 
value for money spent for postage.

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Calhoun Gives 


Literary Program 


State Representative Frame 
Calhoun, recently elected to 
his third term in the Texas 
Legislature, 
spoke 
to 
the 
Woman’s Literary Club Fri­ 
day afternoon on the accom­ 
plishments of the past legis­ 
lative session with regard to 
education. 
He said the 61st Legisla­ 
ture had been labeled as the 
education session and more 
was done for education In 
that session than in any other. 
In the field of public school 
education, three goals were 
set for the session, he said. 
First, 
to 
recodify 
existing 
school laws, 
raise teachers’ 
pay to at least come up to 
the level of other states, and 
third, to enact some of the 
suggestions outlined in the 
report of the governor’s com­ 
mittee on education. 
In higher education four 
new state universities 
and 
four new junior colleges were 
created but not yet funded. 
Also created were two nurs­ 
ing schools and three medi­ 
cal schools. 
Late in the session, 
he 
noted, a House Bill was in­ 
troduced and passed with an 
educational approach to drugs 
and drug abuse to be imple­ 
mented in the fifth through 
twelfth grades. "The solution 
to the drug 
problem,” he 
said, “is education. Teenagers 
are smart They are smart 
enough to leave it alone, if 
you tell them like it is. Tell 
them the truth.” He did not 
recommend 
more 
narcotic 
agents, 
but 
emphasized, 
"Don’t wait to catch them — 
stop them.” 
Rep. Calhoun was intro­ 
duced by Mrs. R. D. Wade, 
program chairman.
